In the spring of the year 183—, [ was stationed with 
my company in Flerida, where we daily expected an 
attack from a body of Indians, who had completely sur- 
rounded us, though keeping at a respectful distance.

Recollecting myself, I gave the necessary orders, and 
had carefully laid aside the package entrusted to my 
care, when I was informed that General G—— desived 
my attendance upon him immediately. J hastened to 
his quarters, and found him in earnest conversation with 
General B—— and other officers. 
words ‘he must die,’ when General G——, turning 
towards me, asked if I was officer of the guard for to- 
morrew. On my replying in the affirmative, he dire¢t- 
ed me to have everything properly arranged for the éx- 
ecution, dismissing me with the simple remark, ‘that’s 
alli’ 

« That’s all!” How little do we appreciate the words 
of others, while basking in the sunshine of prosperity 
ourselves 

i passed a sleepless night, and experienced a great re- 
lief, when I heard the first call for revel'e. The sun 
rose brilliantly, not a cloud abscured the heavens, not 
even a zephyr lurked among the forest leaves; nature wag 
hushed as if awaiting in breathless silence the musket’s 
report that should hurry a troubled soul into eternity, 

But our duiy was before us; the hour of execution hal 
arrived, and the criminal was brought forth. OF all the 
actors in that sad scene, no one seemed more composed 
than poor Edwards. Fle was dressed in linen pants of 
snowy whiteness, white stockings and black pumps, 
and shist elegantly wrought by the delicate fingers of 
his'wife. Alas! how little did she dream that it was to 
become his shroud! He wore no cap or jacket, and his 
dark, clustering hair, overhanging his noble forehead, 
looked as if it belonged more to some bright maiden. 

Motioning me to his side, he drew the miniature fram 
his bosom, and taking one last fond look pressed it to 
his lips, and turning away cancealing his tears, placed

Soon afier Gen. G had arrived in the fort on the 
day previous to the execution, he learned that one of the 
garrison was condemned to die, and calling the officers 
together for consultation upon the subject, finally deter 
mined to pardon Edwards, in consideration of the pre- 
vious good character of the latter, but concealed his in- 
tention from every one except Capt. D , Who at the 
momeut of execution, as directed by the General, direct- 
ed each man to aim above the condemned man’s head, 

The scene of unbounded rejoicing which spread 
throughout the garrison on the announcement of the 
pardon, exceeds my powers of description. None wore 
a happier countenance than Henry Edwards; he had 
been agreat faverite with all, and ever after proved a 
valuable soldier; indeed Gen. G—— once remarked that 
there was not a better officer in his regiment than Ser- 
geant Edwards. 

It was nearly six years since the occurrence of the 
events, and my health had become impaired by long 
service it) a climate unsuited to my constitution. I ob- 
tained a leave of absence, and went to Boston to reside 
two or three months, During my stay in that city, I 
made diligent inquiry after Edwards, whose enlistment 
had expired, and who, as I understood from General 
G , resided in Charlestown, but for a long time could 
learn nothing about him. 

At length, as I strolled about the city ene day, accom-

I must acknowledge that I was extremely delighted 
to meet Mr, Edwards, and without a moment's hesita- 
tion proceeded with him to his house. 

The reception given me by his beautiful and accom- 
plished lady, was such as one might expect an elegant 
and refined woman would bestow on a valued friend. 

During my sojourn in Boston, I was a welcome guest 
in the family of Mr, Edwards. Inheriting a large es- 
tate from his father, who deceased some two years ago 
he lived in a style of easy independence, surrounded by 
every comfort, and many of te luxuries of life; and it 
was with heartfelt regret that on the expiration of my 
leave of absence, I was abliged to leave this hospitable 
mansion, and rejoin my regiment in the regions of the 
wild West. 











4 THE BRULOT. 


All who have any knowledge of the recent struggle of 
the Greeks for independence, have heard of a Brulot or 
Fire-ship ; perhaps all however, may not understand 
how it is constructed; for the information of such we 
will attempt to describe it. 


everything which is unnecessary to sail it, it is then fill 
ed with light combustible matter which is easily lighted ; 
small casks af powder are placed under false hatches cut 
for the purpose along each side of the deck ; the rigging 
and sails are all dawbed with pitch and tar, as are also 
the deck and other parts of the vessel; the yards and 
spars are furnished with long hooks that they may 
catch in the rigging of the ship attacked and thus get 
the two vessels entangled together; a train of powder is 
then laid from the casks of powder to the stem of the 
fire-ship, and other trains are laid from different parts of 
the vessel connecting with the first train. 

When a ship is atiacked, just men enough to sail the 
Brulot ave required; these mon must be fearless and 
trusty, obeying in every respect the commands of their 
leader, and not hesitating to sacrifice their lives, if need 
be, in the undertaking ; a small boat is suspended from 
the stern of the Brulot, ready to lower a5 they strike the 
ship attacked ; as soon as the hooks on the ends of spars 
and yards of the Brulot get entangled in the rigging of 
the ship, the sailors jamp mito the boat, the last one fir- 
ing the train, and row rapidly away, escaping if possi- 
ble, which is not always the case; the train thus fired 
instantly communicates with tho light furze and other 
combustible matter with which the ship is filled, and but 





A fast sailing vessel is selected, and being stripped of 





a single momentgelapses belos the whole vessel is in a 
blaze; the flames rapidly ascending soon spreads to the 
rigging of the other ship, and at the same time the caske 
of powder blowing up, and scattering fire all over her 
decks, but a shont time elapses before both ships are en- 
veloped in one blaze of fire 


The situation of a ship thus attacked is indescribably 
fearful, it being utterly impossible to escape, when once 
the Brulot gets near enough to catch her rigging. 

It was in the month of May, 1832, that Kanaris, 4 
daring young Greek, and a native of the island of Ispa- 
ra, formed the bold project of burning the ship of the 
Captain Pashaw, the murderous tyrant who command- 
ed the fleet which burned and devasted the beautiful isle 
of Scio, whose ship then lay moored with the vest of the 
Turkish fleet in the Straits of Scio, 

THlaving communicated his intentions to the Greek 
government, who granted him permission to attempt the 
undertaking, he procured a small vessel and fitted her 
up for a fire-ship at his own expense, and choosing three 
or four Greek sailors who were eager to join him in his 
expedition, he set sail disguised a9 an Austrian trans- 
port conveying supplies to some Turkish port; how 
well he succeeded in his object, will be shown in the 
sequel to this tale. In the mean time let us enter the 
Turkish fleet. 

It was a beautiful evening about three hours after 
sunset in the early part of June, that the Turkish fleet 
lay moored inthe Straits of Scio. The fleet was com- 
posed of over thirty vessels; of these seven were ships 
of the line, the rest were frigate and other 
smaller vessels. The ship of the Captain Pashaw, 
Which was the largest of the fleet, 
thousand human beings,

On each side of her were three ee s of the line, next to 


these were the larger frigates, and so on down to the 


smallest brigantine; they were about twenty-five o: 
thirty feet apart, and so arranged as to form a crescent, 
the bows of each vessel pointing toward tho sea, A 
light breeze was blowing from the sea, scarce rippling 
the waters of the Archipelago; overhead was a bright 
starlight, though not‘so light as to render objects dis- 
tingtishable at a great distance; the position of each 
vessel was shown by a light placed upon the bow, the 
ship of the Captain Pashaw was distinguished from the 
rest by acrescent flowing from its mast-head. Twenty 
thousand Moslems composed the force of the fleet, the 
greater part of Whom were sleeping wherever they could 
get a chance to rest themselves, dreaniing probably of 
the spoils and plunder they would gain on the morrow, 
On the deck of each ship however, a few sailors were 
keeping watch, not tha any danger was apprehended 
to the fleet, but as a matter of course. 

While things were in this situation the faint outlins 
of a small vessel was seen entering the 
ing toward the fleet ; she immediately became an object 
of interest to the few who were awake on board the 
Turkish fleet. They soon made her out to be as they supe 
posed a merchantman bound for some neutral port. She 
was now comiag swiftly on, apparently steeving for the 
centre of the fleet, and if her course was not altered 
soon, she would evidently come in contact with one or 
more of the fleet, ‘They therefore hailed her, command- 
ing her to keep away; no answer was returned, and no 
notice whatever was taken of their commands, In a 
moment the terrible truth bust upon them, and the thril- 
ling cry of “A Brulot! A, Brulot!” from the deck ot 
one of the frigates, aroused the sleeping thousands 
throughout the Turkish fleet; and every one rushing to 
the decks, all was in a moment confusion and disorde: 
“Fire at her!’ “Sink her!” was echoed all around, 
Scores of cannon were instantly discharged, sending 
forth their leaden messengers, and plowing up the wares 
around the little craft; but still on she came with light- 
ning speed, and soon would be upon them; one man a 
lone could now be distinguished upon the deck of the 
Brulot, standing firm and undaunted at the helm; the 
vest of the sailors having concealed themselves; this 
was Kanaria, the leader of the fivre-ship. Ten thousand 
muskets, their bright barrels gleaming in the star-light, 
were instantly aimed at him; yet still he quailed not. 
Ten thousand bullets whistled past him, yet unharmed 
he steered directly for the ship of the Captain Pashaw. 
He had come for vengeance, and so that he obtained it 
what cared he for death} As the smoke had cleared a- 
way the Burlot struck the ship, her long hooks catching 

the rigging and making herself fast to the ship, the 
boat was lowered from the stern of the Burlot, every 
Greek sailor jumping into her; Kanavis, as he fired tae 
train, following ther, ‘The fire instantly spread to ev- 
ery part of the Brulot, and cateling the rigging of the 
Turkish ship, spread terror and dismay eround. A

sunk by the numbers which pressed into them. The 
Captain Pashaw, however, with a number of his officers, 
contrived to get clear of the burning ship in a small 
boat, but had gone a short distance before they were ev 

ery one killed, being completely blown out of the wate 

by the discharge of one of the guns upon the lower deck 
which the five had reached. 
hind not one escaped, they were either consumed by the 
flames, or were drowned in the attempt (o escape by

In the mean time the daring and intrepid Kanaris, 
with his brave companions escaped, and lived to burn a 
number of other Turkish vessels duritg the conunuance 


of the war, 
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Tue Fare or Merit.—No cause, either sacred or pro- 
fane, in which the mind and energies of great ant true- 
hearted men can be devotedly engaged, is half so high, 
holy, and ennobling as that of elevating, and rendering 
justice to, the oppressed and degraded portion of our 
fellow beings. Humanity requires giant-heroes for her 
warriors—men of stupendous mental powers, tireless 
perseverance, and dauntless bravery, who know the 
disheartening, thankless, and fearfully desperate nature 
of the struggle in which they are about to engage, and 
who are competent, and determined to meet and grapple 
each and every consequence that may result from their 
virtuous efforts. Unfortunately for mankind there are 
but few such spirits born in each generation, although 
every city, town and village on earth is more or less 
cursed with weak and miserable pretenders who are a 
deep disgrace and injury to the cause in which they im- 
pudently claim to be engaged, ‘I'he only object which 
this depraved class of paltry demagogues have in view, 
while professing friendship and sympathy for the op- 
pressed and toiling poor is that of getting a sort of spu- 
rious notoriety, and rush-light consequence for them- 
selves, which, when once obtained, they never fail in 
using us a means by which to sneak into a public office. 
As soon as they get seated in this long looked-for haven 
of their sordid hopes and hypocritical exertions, they 
instantly become etther as silent as the grave about all 
the tunes upon which they were previeusly so unceas- 
ingly wringing senseless changes, or else, open and 
craven apologists for the shameless abuses which they 
formerly affected to abhor, ‘The Custom House in this 
city, to say nothing of the State and Municipal depart- 
ments, is at present pretty well filled with these frothy, 
pensioned traitors, and as fast as one batch is so dis- 
posed of, another springs into existence.

A few silly and pityful 
knaves, who are paid by the whigs and hunkers for en- 
deavoring to bring some of our principles Into disrepute, 
may sit secure in their utter insignificance, in the back 
room of an out-of the-way coffee and cake cellar, and 
there drivel out, over their bran bread and pea nuts, the 
ridiculous mummery which they afterwards send in 
printed documents to a couple of hundred abolitionists, 

‘moral suasionists, anti-propagators, and other idiots 
throughout the country, and the said knaves and idiots 
when they receive the momentously important documents 
alluded to, may become entranced with the glorious idea 
that the Millenium of their hopes has already arrived, 
that the said back room of the coffee and cake cellar is 
New York—New York the werld, and the world the 
universe—that sooty skins, thick lips, flat noses, wooly

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VALIANT EXPLOIT PERFORMED By ONLY 200 M. P.’s.— 
On last Saturday evening, a delegation from the New- 
York Bible Society, cautiously conveyed to the Second 
Ward Station House, the fearfully astounding news 
that some ten or fifteen audacious news-boys were dan- 
cing in @ coffee and cake cellar on the corner of Ann and 
Nassau streets. ‘I'he worthy Captain, upon hearing the 
momentously important intelligence, immediately closed 
the front door, so as to preclude the possibility of any 
inquisitive outsiders getting wind of what was transpir- 
ing within. Afier placing two sentinels outside, a deep 
and solemn consultation was held as to the practacabili- 
ty of successfully besieging the cellar and capturing the 
irrefragible juvenile venders of literature. With the 
view of enlisting ]¥ivine Providence in the righteous 
but daring enterprize, brother Babcock of the Bible So- 
ciety delivered a long and unusually impressive prayer, 
at the conclusion of which it was determined by the 
pious Captain, who now seemed to have received some 
celestial light through the agency of Babcock’s appeal, 
to send for reinforcements to the Ist, 3rd and 4th Ward 
Station Houses. On the arrival of the auxiliary detach- 
ments it was found that the disposable force amounted 
to 203 men.

‘The quick and scrutinizing eye of the sagacious 
Kirtz soon saw the dejection thus unintentionally pro- 
duced, and notwithstanding theffact of his being Presi- 
dent of the “ M. P.’s Temperance Society,” he privately 
suggested to brother Babcock, the propriety, in case it 
could conscientiously be adopted, of sending for a few 
gallons of liquor, to revive the drooping spirits of the 
men. Babcock, after consulting his associates, and a 
number of theological books of acknowledged merit, 
gave it as his decided and deliberate opinion, “that the 
end justified the means,” on which account he deemed 
it necessary, and even commendabie under existing 
circumstances, to bring in as much stimulus as was ne- 
cessary to produce the desired effect. I have been partic- 
ular in thus italicising this ecclesiastical opinion, so 
that the decision may be confidently referred to, by the 
reader, in case an emergency should occur at any future 
period within range of their omn observation, in which 
it might be required.

alluded to, detract in the least from the well earned lau- 
rels of the heroic band of policemen who triumphed in 
that memorable affray.

lars are yearly made through this most contemptible 
mode of robbing wretchedness, by rich thieves who 
look down with disdain upon every honest poor man, 
of whom they are not afraid, and after they have accu- 
mulated a snug fortune in this manner, they can ride 
into place and power over men whose poverty is a legit- 
imate consequence of their own benevolence and severe 
integrity--by spending a small fractional percentage 
out of their stolen wealth, among the very class whose 
sisters, wives, and mothers, have in days gone by, been 
the victims of their brutal insolence and petty frauds 
A young lady called at my house a short time since for 
the pnrpose of telling me the treatment she had received 
from a raseally tailor, who carraes on skinning opera 
tions somewhere near the foot of Spring street. ‘The 
swindle was of theabove description, She took out the 
material for a shirt, and left, by his demand, two dollars 
and a half asa deposite until she brought it home. She 
is, as I have since ascertained, one of the best shirt 
makers in the city, and being very anxious to obtain 
employment as steady and well remunerated as the 
scoundrel’s advertisement so earnestly promised, she 
took unusual pains, and expended nearly double the ac- 
customed time, so as to preclude the possibility of a re- 
jection on the merits of the workmanship. ‘The shirts, 
when done, were promptly pronounced first rate speci- 
mens of the art by all who examined them, and the fair 
seainstress, conscious of fully deserving it, wended her 
way to the store of the skinner, under the confident ex- 
pectation of being complimented on her skill, in addi- 
tion to réeciving the amount agreed upon for her labor. 
The amazement and indignation then, which she very 
naturally felt on receiving gross and violent abuse in- 
stead of well merited praise, and an insulting order to 
‘clear out of the store” in place of her wages may be 
readily imagined by any person who knows what it is 
to be robbed out of money which they much need, and 
for which they have worked hard, I was not at home 
when she called, and my wife supposing she would call 
again, forgot to ask the name of the swindling and 
heartless wretch, or the number of his shave shop. The 
omission was a fortunate one for him, and he would do 
well to profit by it, and mend his infamous ways entire- 
ly, or at least select other persons besides poor seam- 
stvesses as victims for the exercise of his paltry and ex- 
ecrable villainy—if not he may soon have good cause te 
rue it bitterly, 





Anoruer SHocking Murper.—Another brutal murder 
has been perpetrated by one of the Keepers of Auburn 
State Prison, upon an unfortunate prisoner by beating 
him so severely that he died ina few days. A Coro- 
ner’s jury Was, as is customary upon such occasions, 
packed, who, notwithstanding it was a murder of the 
clearest and most aggravated character, returned as per 
agreement, a verdict that the deceased died from an in- 
flamatory fever superinduced by a severe flagellation 
administered by the said keeper. Several little facts ac- 
cidentally leaked out during the examination of witnes- 
ses which throw considerable light upon the real man- 
ner in which prisons are conducted. From the testi- 
mony of some of the keepers, it appears they pay no at- 
tention whatever to the rules and restrictions which 
have been laid down for their guidance, but act in all 
things according to the dictates of their own wicked 
caprice and mercenary interest. The fact was freely 
admitted on oath, that in cases where they were em- 
powered to inflict but twenty lashes, that they frequent- 
ly administered nearly one hundred, taking good care 
however, that the registry on the books of the prison, 
was always within bounds of what the regulations au- 
thorized. Common humanity should lead those whose 
duty it is, to investigate with the closest and severest 
scrutiny, the shameful abuses practised in our prisons. 
Legislative committees and casual visiters know less 
afier they have been gaping about a prison for a few 
hours, than they did before they ever entered it. The 
most wantonly cruel wretch amonst the officials of such 
establishments, is polite, meek and subservient in the ex- 
treme to all the Inspectors, Commissioners, and Com- 
mittees who are authorized to visit and investigate the 
prison to which he is attached. Every thing is always 
pre-arranged with the most scrupulous care in anticipa- 
tion of these stated visits, and the individuals who are 
appointed to perform the duty being, in ninety-nine out 
of every hundred cases, party tools of the smallest possi- 
ble calibre, they invariably take the prison keepers and 
other attaches, (whose conduct they are appointed and 
paid to investigate), at just whatever valuation they 
choose to set upon themselves, and the time which should 
be employed in discovering and correcting abuses, is 
spent in drinking wine and liquor, at the public expense, 
with the official perpetrators of the same. If the fiendish 
and cowardly villain who committed this last murder at 
Auburn, is not hanged, some relative of his murdered 
victim ought to shoot him down in the street.

You are aware 
that even after the sacrifice of Mr. Van Buren, by the 
adoption of the two-third rule, the prospects of uniting 
ny of the named candidates was very gloomy; on 
we ep ning before the day on which the nomipaton was 
made, we believe Mr. Frasier, of Penrsylvania, sug- 
vied, among some friends, the propriety of naming 
Mr. Polk foe the Presidential nominee; a consultation” 
jolt place, and it was agreed, that if the delegates from 
etain States, other than “ ‘Tennesse@” would go for 
Mr. Polk, the Tennessee delegation would follow. A 
yilicient nuunber of delegations were secured that night

I will now conclude these desultory remarks by the 
statement of a curious fact, for the truth of which I 
pledge myself to be responsible. ‘The dramatis perso- 
nz in this case are the notorious Rodney Church, and 
the equally notorious Sam Garrison,fand old John Van 
Duyne, who is now a candidate for a Justiceship in the 
‘Police Court.” His competency for that office may be 
inferred from what will follow, and the public may 
judge how far highway robbery and a plea of duty are 
consistent with each other : 


About the 11th of October last, two young men had 
been walking along Myrtl: Avenue, and wpe reaching 
Ammerman and McDougal’s grocery, they went in to 
get a glass of root beer.
